Trees In Western Canada 


In the great nation-building work of settling the vast plains of Western 


, Canada one objection to overcome with many intending setilers, especially 
from Ontario and other countries where woods and forests prevailed, was | 


the lack of trees, To those accustomed to Ilving In a treed country, the bare 


prairies with their unbroken stretches as far and farther than the eye could Corn shrivels up, and drops off. Re- | > 


¥eich, presented a barren, uninviting appearance. There was not only a 
dack of that restfulness and beauty which trees provide, but an absence of 
protection from the elements when high winds prevailed, the shows drifted, 
and blizzards occasionally blew. 


During the earlier days in the settlement of the West, many home 
seekers travelled long distances from the. area traversed by the railway 
to find locations In districts where there were trees because, what they 
wanted, was not a mere temporary place where they could “mine” the soll 
for a time, make some ready money quickly, and then get out, but a new 
and permanent home for their children where they would have a_ better 
opportunity in life than in the lands from which they had come. They put 
up with inconveniences inséparable from their isolated locations solely 
because they preferred’ the wooded districts to’ the open, seemingly 
unattractive prairies, - 

In those early days, however, thousands of people aime and took up 
homesteads who had no intention of establishing pemmanent homes. ‘They 
ere speculators, more or less indifferent to thelr surroundings, concerned 
only with the making of money as papidly as possible. They were quite frank 
in admitting they had no thought of making the West: their home for the 
remainder of their lives, but that, on the contrary, they were using it as a 
half-way house, a stepping stone to some other and better place. Many 
came with the idea of making money which they could not accumulate in 
thelr old Mastern homies and then returning there to live and ultimately die. 

Some years ago the fact was borne into the minds of the Federal 
Government that the problem of peopling the West was not so much one of 
immigration as of: colonization; not so much the obtaining of settlers as 
the retaining of them once they had come. In a word, the real ‘problem was 
how to get people to regard the West as a placo of permanent residence; how 
to get péople to establish homes rather’ than mere dwelling places. 

It came to be realized that a farm house, stables and barns set down in 
the midst of a flat: pratrie, utterly lacking in anything approaching beauty 


of location and surroundings, could never appeal ‘as a “home,” and could. 
_ never inspire in the minds and hearts of children that affection which the 


parents still retained for the old homes, they -had left.’ And:it was realized 
that what was needed to convert these prairie dwelling places into real and 


permanent homes was “trees,” ; 


There was.an impression abroad, however, that trees would not grow; 


_ dt they would, why was not, the prairie country covered with them as was 


the case in other lands of vast. virgin areas 
answer, and it was argued that if trees would grow elsewhere, they would 
grow on the rich, fertile plains of the.West. .And, always, some enterprising 
settlers soon proved that this was so. _ 

‘The problem of geiting trees, getting them, in large numbers. and 
chéaply, because these early settlers had little money to spend, and just 
the right way to plant and cultivate them, still existed. Then the Domtnion 
Jovernment inaugurated one of the finest of its many splendid services for 
agriculture when it established forestry farms in the West. 

These farms have worked a veritable revolution in the appearance of 
this Western country. Estabiished, as they were, on the bare prairie, in. a 
From them, have 
gone forth millions of trees, distributed free of charge jo farmers. all over the 
West. Experts have advised on tree culture, farmsteads have been 
inspected, advice on planting, given, Today, hundreds and thousands of 
Western farm dwellings have . been transformed into homes of. real 
attractiveness and beauty to which their owners and their children have 
become permanently attached and for which a real. love is now manifested, 
Trees have proven a great and effective agent of colonization, while at the 
same time prov iding shelter for stock, protection for gardens, and a comfort 
to all when strong winter winds sweep across the fand. . 

Prairie cities, towns and villages have caught the spirit and learned the 
lesson taught by these forestry farms, and formerly wholly unattractive 
piaces,.as, for example, the capital city of Saskatchewan, whom nature failed 


to endow with any of her assets, have become places of real beauty which | 


are a source of pride and delight to their residents, and of surprise and 
pleasure to visitors from’ afar. 


The Federal Government is deserving of all praise for ita forestry farms | 
and tree planting policy, and to an ever increasing extent it igs to” be hoped |}

Dublin.—The Hebe Agssousination 
of Kevin O'Itiggins. vice- -president of 
the Free State Council, and the mea- 
sures which Presidest Cosgrave'’s

The Republicans pre- 
viously had Jet it be known that the 
taking of the oath was an empty 
formality, so far as they were con- 
cerned, as’ they made it: with. the 
mental reservation that they sub- 
scribed allegiance only to the Irish 
nation. 

~The | advent ‘of the Republican 
deputies into the Dail gives the op- 
position parties just enough votes 
to upset the Government. It is stated 
that the thrée opposition parties—the 
Republicans, headed by de Valera, 
the National League group, whose 
chief: is Captain William Redmond, 
and the Lahoriteg, .who ‘are led by 
Tom Johnson—have agreed, to. work 
together, and that a future policy. is 
being arranged between them. = It 
was said, however, that it was not 
expected any Republican party would 
take office if a new Government was 
formed.

Agriculture is at low ebb in’ the 
United States and a food shortage. 
may somé day foticw a lean crop 
year if the trend continues, accord- 
ing to Dr. Henry C.. Taylor. of the 
institute for research of laid econ- 
omics of Northwestern university in 
a, report made public. 

The farmer's share of the national 
income in 1926. was 9.7 per cent., the 
lowest. percentage since records have 
been kept; 31,000.000 acres of land 
went out of agricultural use between 
1920 and 1925, and there were 444 
farm bankruptcies for each working 
day during 1926, the report states,_in’ 
support of the statement that the Bit- 
uation is “a menace to the continued 
prosperity of United States.” 

The .1926 figure of. 9.7 per cent. is 
to be compared with 20.7 per cent., 
the ‘average share of agriculture for 
the five years 1909 to 1913. The high 
mark for the period was 21.7 per eent. 
in 1910, and the lowest 20.2 per cent. 
in 1911, according to the report. 
‘During the past five years, the ay- 
erage. share has been 10.3 per cent., 
or less than half what it was: before 
the war. : 

The decline of agricultural pros- 
perfty has driven people from the 
land, Dr. Taylor declared. 

“The farm population shrank by a 
matter of 2,000,000 persons between 
1920 and 1925,” he said, “while the 
population of the United States as a 
whole increased by 8.500,000. With 
the present rate of ‘shrinkage , of 
American agriculture we soon may 
reach the point in the United States 
where a poor crop year will mean a 
substantial shortag2 of food for’ the 
American people.”

While statesmen on both. sides of 
the Atlantic have been: assuring the 
world that war between Britain ana 
the United. (States is “unthinkable,” 
the naval experts at Geneva. have 
been acting as if that was what they 
were thinking of most_of all, Banish 
the thought of a war and. the greater 
part of the arguments on which the 
experts lay so much store vanish. 
af war Js-unthinkable, it should make 
no difference to the British if we use 
our quota of cruiser tonnage to build 
larger rather than smaller ships. If 
war is unthinkable, it is unthinkable 
|that those crufsers could. ever 
threaten Great Britain. If war is un- 
thinkable, it can make no great differ- 
ence to Great Britain if the smaller 
ships carry: eight-inch guns rather 
than six. They would not be used 
against Britain anywhere. If war is 
unthinkable; the United States “can 
swell afford to consider “the British 
proposal to reduee the size of capital 
ships. If war is unthinkable, ‘‘parity” 
is nothing to get too much excited 
about, for In respect to'all other pow- 
ers we shéuld'in any c#se-have super- 
jority. 

The truth of the matter is that the 
admirais on both sides are ‘manoeuv- 
ring for advantage in a. war which 
éxists on paper. We néed not suppose 
that they desire:a war or expect it ac- 
tnally: to take place.
